The children will be weighed, and measured and 
given a complete physical examination, and any 
defect found will be pointed out to the mothers, 
and recommendations made as to what should be 
done to overcome any defects. A copy of the 
score card will be sent to the parents along with 
a certificate stating the percentage obtained by 
each child. Only children up to school age will 
be examined. 

Every apparently well child should have a 
medical examination at least when about one year 
old, another on entering school and another on 
leaving school. If this system were universally 
adopted no adult should suffer from defects which 
might have been remedied in childhood.

12. Judging rings being provided both for 
horses and cattle in which all exhibits in these 
classes shall be paraded to be judged, no person 
other than the judge, the director in charge, the 
clerk and one attendant for each animal being judg¬ 
ed shall be allowed in the ring. 

13. All animals sjjyal], ,,be, well halter broken, 
except calves and colts following their mother, 
Bulls over one year of age shall not be allowed in 
the grounds unless ringed. No premiums shall be 
awarded to exhibits not complying with this rule. 

14. All live stock exhibits shall have been 
bona ,fide property of the owner for at least one 
month prior to the opening day of the fair. Any 
exhibitor violating this rule, shall forfeit all prizes 
that he may have been awarded; also be debarred 
from exhibiting the following year. 

15. No exhibitor shall act as judge in any de¬ 
partment in which he exhibits. 

16. The judges are expected to give reasons 
for their placings and discuss any points that arise 
in connection with the awards compatible with the 
time at their disposal.

17. Judges shall make their report of awards 
to the secretary properly signed, without delay after 
the awards are made. 

18. Only one entry to each variety in each sec¬ 
tion will be allowed to each exhibitor in classes 30 
to 39 inclusive. 

19. The age of animals to be computed front 
the first day of January, except where otherwise' 
provided in the prize list. 

20. Neither the Society nor any of the officials 
thereof shall be responsible for loss or injury to 
the exhibits, though care will be taken to prevent 
such loss or damage. 

21. No animal shall be awarded a prize unless 
promptly brought into the ring when the section is 
called. Animals must be exhibited if on the grounds 
unless on account of illness or injury. 

22. Protests shall be decided by a majority of 
the directors. 

23. Stallions shall not be allowed to compete 
except as stallions. 

24. The directors may award extra prizes to 
exhibits especially recommended by the judges. In 

the absence of competition, or if the article or 
animal be found of inferior quality the judges will 
award only such prizes as the article deserves.

PURE BRED SIRE AREA 
ESTABLISH YOUR MUNICIPALITY AS A 

The Saskachewan Pure Bred Sire Areas Act, which 
came into force on May 1927, is the most advanced leg¬ 
islation passed by any province in the Dominion, as it 
prohibits the keeping o£ scrub sires in any Pure Bred 
Sire Area. 

Any municipality wishing to be established a sa Pure 
Bred Sire Area must fulfill three conditions: 

(a) Have a resolution passed by the municipal coun¬ 
cil asking for the establishment of such an Area. 

(b) Secure the signatures of a majority of the resi¬ 
dent ratepayers to a petition asking for the establishment 
of this Area. 

(c) The approval of the Minister of Agriculture must 
be secured. 

The municipal area will then be gazetted as a Pure 
Bred Sire Area and all scrub sires within its boundaries 
must be castrated or slaughtered. 

Later on, if so requested by the municipal council, all 
pure bred sires will be examined by expert examiners and 
graded by the Live Stock Sire Licensing Board. It is felt 
that the passing of this Act will have a far-reaching effect 
in improving the quality of live stock in the province. 

Assist your own municipality in a sign-up campaign 
to eliminate the inferior sire, particularly the scrub bull. 

Pure bred bulls can be purchased from the Saskatche¬ 
wan Department of Agriculture by bona fide Saskatchewan 
farmers who are recommended by their municipal officers, 
cn credit terms, on payment of 25% or 50% of tne pur¬ 
chase price in cash, undeT the terms of the Live Stock 
Purchasing and Sale Act, balance payable November 1, 
1929 and November 1, 19C0, respectively, with interest at 
6%. For application forms apply to the Live Stock Com¬ 
missioner, Regina, Sask.
